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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the amendment, received 9/8/04, in which appHcant 
amended claim 1. 

Claims 1-6 and 20-23 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements, received 9/12/02, 1/7/03, 5/20/03, 1/15/04, and 
9/8/04, are acknowledged. A signed copy is enclosed hereto. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-6 and 20-23 stand rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103 (a) as being anticipated by 
Jamison (USPN 6,323, 1 76) for reasons of record. 

Applicant's arguments were carefully considered but were not found persuasive. 

Applicant contends that Jamison teaches a chemical modification of echinocandin B by 
covalent binding of the sugar moiety to the compound, resulting in a chemically distinct 
compound rather than an echinocandin/carbohydrate complex, as instantly claimed. However, 
the examiner contends that the instant specification defines "complex" as an association between 
the enchinocandin compound and carbohydrate (see, e.g., for example, page 3, lines 5-6). 
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Jamison teaches a pharmaceutical composition comprising echinocandin B complexed with a 
sugar moiety (R5) (see, e.g., abstract, column 12, lines 10-13 and claim 1). 

Thus, the claimed invention as a whole is prima facie obvious over the cited reference, 
especially in the absence of evidence to the contrary.
